By the foregoing it will be readily observed that the debt agaiust the 
iown, amounting to Kleven Hundred and Sixty Eight Dollars and Thir- 
iy Sixty Cents, as reported by the Auditors of 1843, has been reduced to 
the sum of Three Hundred and Sixty T'wo Dollars and Seven Cents—and 
it is believed by the Gommittee that this is the FULL amount of the town’s 
indebtedness at this time. The meney the Selectmen hive received 
from the Couniy and other towns for the support of County and other 
iown’s Paupers, amounting to Six Hundred and Nineteen Dollars and 
Sixty Five Cents, have enabled them of course to reduce tie debt of the 
town the same amount. It may also be said that the expenditures of the 
town, generally, have been Jess the present than they were the past 
year—owing principally to the fact that the town have been happily fa- 
vored with a temporary suspension of Road contentions, which cost 
more than Six Hundred Dollars for the two preceeding years. We would 
further observe that the Selectmen express their entire approbation of 
the management at the Alms House. The Stock is in a thrifty and 
healthy condition. The Tools and Farming Utensils in good repair. 
‘The Produce of the Farm well kept from waste and damage—and the 
Furniture, Crockery, Beds,'Linen, &c, of the house, are kept with proper 
neatness. and order. 

The Committee, with the assistance of the Selectmen, have endeavor- 
ed to give “items” agreeable to the yote of the town—but they feel that 
jt would be proper to offer their apologies for the accidental omission of 
a few dates of certain charges, which it is believed to be of the most im- 
portant omission in the Catalogue of “ ITEMS .”
